One man dead and another man 
wounded in the result of shooting 
affrays which occurred yesterday 
Afternoon and evening at McGregor, 
ri small station on the Duluth line 
north of Brainerd. 
George Clavson, an old and re­ 
spected resident of McGregor, is the 
man who was wounded by Toney 
Jordan with a 42 caliber revolver 
yesterday afternoon and last even­ 
ing when the officers were trying to 
make an arrest Jordan wuh shot by 
Deputy Sheriff Joe Hudson, and was 
instantly killed. 
There was great excitement ^bout 
the little burg all the afternoon and 
evening and as a pretty bad family 
row had been stirred up it was antic­ 
ipated that serious results would fol­ 
low. 
The stories about the cause of 
the row are conflicting. 
One of stories is to the effect that 
Toney Jordon, who was a dago labor­ 
er, had become enamored with a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Clavson, of McGregor. 
Yesterday 
he went there to ask for the young 
girl’s hand in marriage and to ob­ 
tain the consent of the parents. 
The 
story runs that the old gentleman 
strongly objected to the match, but 
the mother consented and there was 
at once just cause for the rendering 
asunder of all 
domestic felicity. 
Jordan, who it is claimed was an 
erratic fellow, took a hand in the 
affair and finally after the man and 
woman had been rowing for several 
hours and finding that they could not 
come to an agreement, Mrs. Clavson 
left the house with Jordan and to­ 
gether they drove to Aitkin, the 
county seat. 
At Aitkin Jordan, it is told, in­ 
duced the woman to start proceedings 
for divorce. 
This was done and fin­ 
ally the two started back f*>r the 
farm 
home. 
When 
they arrived 
Clayson of course was up in arms 
and was especially indignant when 
he learned that the proceedings for 
divorce were instituted. 
A tight at once ensued and finally 
Jordan pulled his revolver and firc*d 
direct at Clayson. The bullet entered 
the right side of the neck and took a 
downward and then upward course, 
and emerged from the left side of the 
neck, but again entered the man’s 
shoulder and lodged. 
He was a very 
badly wounded man of course and 
some of the people had given an 
alarm by this time and the sheriff 
and Dr. Avery of Aitkin were tele­ 
phoned for. 
Jordan did not seem to make much 
of a stir and did not seem to care at 
first whether an officer would come 
or not, but when Sheriff Newstrorn, 
Deputy Sheriff Joe Hudson and Dr. 
Avery appeared within sight of the 
place Jordan took to his heels. 
The sheriff and a po*se of men 
took after the man, Deputy Sheriff 
Hudson, being one of the posse. 
Jordan ran at full speed aud was 
nearly to the tall 
timber. 
The 
sheriff bad commanded him to baul I 
several time*, but the man j«ayod no 
attention 
to the 
demands. 
The 
•doeriff tired five shots at him, neither 
taking effect 
whereupon Deputy 
Sheriff Hudson, who had a 30-30 rifle, 
took aim and fired at the fleeing man 
and the aim wa? a dead Iv one, as the 
man was instantly hilled and he had 
breathed his last befur*- the men 
could reach his side. 
While the-chase was going on Mrs. 
Clavson had become frantic and it 
was all that two or three men could 
do to restrain her from murdering 
husband in auld blood 
Her njQfa* 
pattie? a.I seemed lobe with Jordan. 


Jordan’s body was brought back 
to the house and Dr. Avery was at 
once deputized as a coroner and be 
empaneled six men to serve on a 
jury. 
An autopsy was held and the 
jury, after due deliberation, dis­ 
charged Hudson and exonerated him 
of the shooting. 
, 
Jordan was an Italian and waa well 
known about Aitkin. 
The Clavson? 
are very well known. 
They have a 
very large family of daughters. 
Clayson was brought to this city 
last night by F. M. Shook and was 
taken to St. Joseph’s hospital, where 
he will be treated for his wounds. 
The bullet tim! from the rifle by 
Hudson entered Jordan's hotly about 
an inch and a half to the right of th** 
median line, about thesixth vertebra, 
and passed down and out about one 
and one-half inch to the right of the 
right nipple. 
There is another story which is 
told in connection with the crime. It 
is stated that instead of Jordan be­ 
ing enamored with Miss Clayson, it 
was the mother who had won his 
affections. 
It is said that Mrs. Clay­ 
son and Jordan registered at a botel 
in Aitkin not long ago us man and 
wife and this was really the start of 
the row, Mr. Clay sou hearing about 
the matter. 
From the rejiorts of the 
woman’s actious while the officer was 
in hot pursuit of Jordan it would in­ 
dicate that there was some degree of 
truth in this story and that she in­ 
stead of her daughter was the real 
parmour. 
Clayson at last reports was doing 
as well as could ba expected. 
The 
bullet will not be probed for until 
the man is somewhat over the shock. 
Dr. Thabes was called to attend the 
injured man.

T h e Santa Fe m anagem ent is prepar 
lug to spend a large sum of money La 
Arizona wit Ii a view to making the 
Grand canyon 
in 
Arizona more ae 
cessible, says the St. Louis Republic. 
The company lias secured control of 
the Santa Fe and Grand Canyon rail­ 
road, which extends from Williams on 
the main line to a point l l miles from 
the rim of the canyon. 
The road was sold recently at W il­ 
liam s by Receiver E. B. Gage for the 
upset price of $150,000. T he purchasers 
w ere 
a 
com m ittee 
representing 
the 
bondholders of the road, and one of the 
largest bondholders is Hie Santa Fe. 
It Is probable th at the name of the 
company xviii be changed to the Grand 
Canyon Railroad company as soon as 
the new management takes hold of the 
property. 
President Ripley of the S an ­ 
ta F e said that the plans of the com­ 
pany relative to the property were not 
complete, but that in a general way It 
Is proposed to extend the Hue to the 
rim of the canyon and to build there 
one of tin* finest sum m er botels in the 
west.
